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Panara First Day 


Ceremony

On April 11", about 400 invited guests, RIT officials and 
members of the public packed the Panara Theater on the 
RIT campus to honor the newest U.S. stamp, a 70 cent 2 
ounce “forever” issue depicting professor emeritus Dr. 
Robert F. Panara, a founding faculty member of the 
National Technical Institute for the Deaf. He died less 
than 3 years ago at the age of 94, leaving a legacy 
unmatched in the national deaf community. 


Panara was born in 1920 and only became deaf at the 
age of 10 after a coma brought on by spinal meningitis. 
He received a degree from Gallaudet College in 1945 and 
taught English and drama there for 18 years. He became 
the first deaf faculty member of NTID in 1967 and 
continued teaching English to combined deaf and non- 
deaf classes, later establishing the NTID drama program. 
Dr. Panara was noted for his advocacy of American sign 
language and its widespread implementation, opening 
doors formerly shut to the deaf. Closed captioned TV and 
movies owe their creation to him. His passions included 
baseball, having met Babe Ruth as a youngster, and was 
frequently seen at Rochester Red Wing games.

First day ceremony programs were handed 
to all attendees along with a pin featuring 
the stamp on entering the auditorium. 
Presenters at the RIT ceremony included 
USPS Chief Operating Officer David E. 
Williams, NTID President Dr. Gerard 
Buckley, and Panara’s son John, who is a 
NTID instructor. Most notable was the 
presence of dozens of Dr. Panara’s former 
students and colleagues who were 
recognized in the audience and very 
enthusiastic throughout the event. An 
autograph session was held shortly after the 
hour-long program. 


The stamp was printed by Banknote 
Corporation of America in Brown’s Summit, 
South Carolina in sheets of 20 and only sold 
at the ceremony in full sheets. Postal 
officials sold an assortment of collectibles, 
including blank envelope FDCs with the 
standard four bar “First Day of Issue” 
postmark ($1.14), blank envelope FDCs 
with the color pictorial postmark ($1.85),

Vincennes, was the first permanent European 
settlement in Indiana. It was named after its 
founder, the Sieur de Vincennes. The British gained 
control of Vincennes in 1763 after the French and 
Indian War. In 1777, during the Revolutionary War, 
the British built Fort Sackville at Vincennes. 


This cover was picked from a dealer’s dollar box 
and what a nice find it was. The 2 cent stamp is 
Scott # 651 issued at Vincennes, Indiana, and was 
designed by F.C. Yohn, on Feb. 29, 1929 with a 
printing of 16.7 million. 
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Around 1732, the French built a settlement on the 
Wabash River. This waterfront trading post, named 
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Frontiersman and soldier, George Rogers Clark 
(1752-1818), was living in Kentucky at this time. 
The Federal government refused to aid the 
Kentuckians when Indians, with British military 
supplies, began staging raids in the area. Clark 
assembled a force of 175 men and began fighting 
in the Northwest Territory — the land north of the 
Ohio River, south of Canada, west of Pennsylvania, 
and east of the Mississippi River. In 1778, Clark 
took Fort Sackville, and with it, Vincennes. Clark’s 
victory at Vincennes and other settlements were 
paramount to the U.S. claim of ownership of the 
vast Northwest Territory at the end of the 
Revolutionary War. 


George Rogers Clark was the father of six boys, 
five of which fought in the American Revolutionary 
war. His youngest son, William Clark, was too 
young to fight in the war, but later became famous 
as a leader of the Lewis and Clark Expedition.

If you're like me through the years you have 
gathered a lot of philatelic “stuff.”

Can you find 
another variety among your “stuff”?

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Cypripedium 
Orchids 
Paul Brach 
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To most of us they are lady slippers or simply orchids. But 
to Paul Brach they are called Cypripedium orchids. A 
specific genus or orchids of which there are 58 species, 
each with their own color, petal shape, stamen, and sepal 
design. At our March 9" meeting, Paul described all the 
features of these gorgeous flowers using the multitude of 
world-wide stamps that have been issued featuring 
Cypripedium orchids. 


Paul started with Cypripedium calceolus, the yellow lady 
slipper orchid that is found throughout most of Europe and 
Asia. Many countries have featured this orchid on their 
stamps. Paul showed us 16 during his presentation. 
Some have done it accurately and with good attention to 
the detail that define this orchid species. Others have 
taken artistic license to design pleasing stamps, but 
perhaps not botanically correct.

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Paul next turned his discussion to North Amerrican 
Cypripedium orchids, of which there are several. In 
western New York State one can find Cypripedium acaule, 
which is commonly known as pink lady slipper and 
Mocassin Flower. The photograph (upper left, next column) 
is Paul’s from a Genesse County location. The island 
country of St. Pierre & Miquelon featured this orchid on a 
stamp in 1962. 


There are also yellow lady slipper orchids in North America 
and both Canada and the United States have featured 
varieties on their stamps. The Canadian stamp (next 
column) depicts the lesser yellow lady slipper, Cypripedium 
parviflorum. The 1984 US stamp is interesting in that it is 
labeled as Cypripedium calceolus. At that time the yellow 
Hinges & Tongs 
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North American orchids were.considered 
variatons of the European species. However, 
this appears to be the greater yellow lady 
slipper, which is now known as Cypripedium 
pubescens.

USPS NEW ISSUE IS OUT OF THIS WORLD 


On August 21, the sun will disappear for more than 2 minutes 
across a wide swath of the nation and the USPS is not missing 
out on the action. A month prior to the eclipse and aligned 
with the summer solstice, a single Forever stamp will be 
issued to commemorate the event. The first day of issue will 
be in Laramie, Wyoming on June 20".

GREAT AMERICAN ECLIPSE 


On Aug. 21, 2017 the moon’s shadow will cross: 
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One stamp or two stamps? Just one, but printed with a 
special thermochromatic ink. When cool, the stamp will depict 
the total eclipse and the moon will be black. When warm, as 
from the touch of the thumb, the stamp will show the full image 
of the moon, which will fade back to the eclipse form when it 
cools back down. 


The USPS claims that the ink’s capacity to effectively store the 
hidden image will fade if exposed to direct sunlight (interesting 
aspect for an eclipse stamp). They plan to sell collectors a 
special envelope and stamp pane to help protect the stamp. 


It will take less than 2 hours for the eclipse to move coast to 
coast, starting in Oregon at 10:00 AM PDT and exiting in 
South Carolina at 2:45 PM EDT. Barring weather, folks in 14 
states will get to observe the effects of a total solar eclipse. It 
is recommended that those who wish to insure themselves a 
view travel west, to central-eastern Oregon, Idaho, or perhaps 
Wyoming. Skies are generally clear there in August. 


For those of us in Rochester we can expect about 75% eclipse 
coverage on August 21, but do not fret. The next solar eclipse 
for North America will come directly over our heads. We only 
have to wait until April 8, 2024! 
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
